The Ex-Secretary Out of Public 


l-i.?o and Into Literary 


Work.

Baltimore and Ohio road over into the West 
Virginia coal field. 'He has a aafe and strong 
interest there, but he has unloaded everything 
clao. lie is giving his whole attention now to 
the writing of this book." 


Said I, '•Does ho dictate the book?" 
'•No; he can't dictate at all.

§uer, and his mind will not woik rapidly and 


et'iaively unless he has made the magnetic1 


contact of his pen with the paper.

"Hou many hours a day does lie work at the 


hook?", 


'•1 think ho gpta to work in the neighborhood 


of 10 o'clock in the morning and sticks at it 
till perhaps 1 o'clock. Then he lays it by till 
next day nntl gives the rest of the day to ro- 
searcli ami to society. He cannot even use an 
assistant To hunt up his authorities. One of 
Ills friends sent him a man expert at that busi- 
ness, and Blame said, 'Why, I can beat any 
throe meu 1 aver saw chasing up zuy library 
pointa.' " 


"I hear," said I to my informant, ''that Blaino 


is going to make a very strong feature of tho 
Oregon discussion of thirty or forty years

"Hedoen not begin his book at that point," 


(aid inv friend, ''but his book will havo a 
strong leaning tow ards the vindication of his 
conduct while secretary of state, and hence 
will doal with our diplomatic conduct in ono 
or more bioad, strong chapters."

••I'es; he will complete the first volume dur- 


ing tho present year and give it to the proes. 
I know that ho has taken a veiy original viuw 
of Jefferson, not BO muoli qs a theorist as in 
his diplomatic line. He regards Jefferson as 
having whowu remaikable diplomatic ability 
when he plaved England off against Franco to 
get Louisiana. All that time, I have heard him 
aay, the British hud ships of war in the gulf to 
po'unce xipou ISow Orleans and tho French 
possessions geuoially, and Jefferson, through 
Ills ministers played on the fears of Napoleon 
and extorted from him Die immense con- 
cession ol Louisiana for a very small sum of 
money, and had even that reduced by paying 
off French spoliation claims against it. Mr. 
Blaiuo also takes a very cheerful view of tho 
Houthern character. I think his book is with- 
out the least sectional acrimony and veiy kind 
toward the south." 


Wtuslilneton'i* Cheap Luncheons. 


"D. D. L." in New York Tribune. 


There is one litlle feature of department lifo 


here which may bo of interest elsewhere, as 
Washington is not the only place where cheap 
living is an object to a good share of the popu- 
lation. This is the cheap luncheon, which 
beems peculiar in just this form to Washing- 
ton. A milk dealer here has a dairy near each 
department, to which the clerlts report in con- 
siderable numbcis. There aro neat wicker 
chairs ranged 
along 
the wall on cauh 


Bide, and the room is pleasantly decorated, 
There are singing birds, etc. The milk is 
literally solfl over the bar, thus carrying 
the American custom of a standing drink into 
eveu the most innocent form of the indulgence. 
Coffee, eieam, biscuits, etc., are sold at reason- 
able prices. Tho dairy opposite the treasury 
is a gieat resort, where may be seen not only 
manv bureau officers a~nd men of considerable 
position in tho government service, but a great 
many others who do not wanta cheap luncheon, 
bat a light one, and know that if they once set- 
tle into a restaurant chair the result will be a 
spoiled appetite by dinner time. Secretary 
Chandler is one of the frequent visitors, and 
often may be seen standing in a crowd of 
treasury clerks, drinking his mug of milk 
and 
munching 
his 
li-cent 
biscuit—that 
is, it is 2 cents it he takes a buttered biscuit, 
and 
only 1 ' cent if 
it is nnbuttered. 


It will be seen by a slight intellectual effort 
that tho salary of a cabinet officer for ono 
year would purchase 800,000 unbuttered bis- 
cuits. The secretary's future may be regarded, 
therefore, as reasonably secure. If the sec- 
retary takes a mug of milk and unbuffered 
biscuits, the total cost of his luncheon is the 
magnificent sum of 7 centa; two buttered bis- 
cuits will raise it to 9 cents, and if he should 
take a piece of pie—which he probably would 
not do—as he comes from New England, 
where pie-making is a religion and not a sor- 
did" pursuit—the cost will reach 14 cenis. 
This is regarded, however, as extravagance 
only to be justified in a cabinet officer.

We can assuie Rev. Joseph Cook that the 


reason why '-our newspaper editors do not of- 
tcuor remember" th.it remark in because they 
do not believe it contains an ounce of truth 
If there is any flrst-class editor in tlie United 
States who bulioves he has less influence than 
a member of the president's cabinet lie had 
either bettor hang himself al taico or take the 
iisk of sinking Mr. Chandler s navy bj adding 
one moi e common sailor to tho \\ eight it is now 
staggering under. 


Ho far as tho influence of a member of tho 


cabinet is concerned it is about us small as it 
conveniently can be and bear itn o\ui weight. 
Wo do not believe oue man iu a. thousand in 
the United States can to-day immo all tho mem- 
bers of President Aithur's Cabinet. Wo oven 
doubt if liov. Joseph Cook can givo tho names 
utter an hour's tuoujjht. 


Wo would suggest to the editor of ThoTii- 


buuc that it ho over niaclo tlio statement cred- 
ited to him it is timo ho amondwl it and sub- 
Htltnto "the president of tho United States" for 
"a member of tho cabinet." ^oave quite con- 
tent to make that change and submit that any 
first-class editor in Ihis country has more in- 
fluence than President Arthur. It wan tho sad 
mistake of Horace Groeley's lifo that ho did not 
see that his position as editor of Tho Tn buiio 
gave him ten times as much influence, an tho 
presidency could possibly havo yielded, atul in 
a gross and material view of the case even \iii 
income was not unlike tho presulont'ri in size, 
if it did not exceed it.

HIGH WATERS. 


T(i« Spring Rise Causes Devastation in 


the NorthWest. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., April 20.—Tbe water 


is high in nearly all northwestern xtratms, 
and a good deal of scattered and incidental 
damage bus been done through tbe general 
diffusion of the spring rise, but tbe slow- 
ness of the break-up ban prevented any 
notable disaster. Tbe gorge above Mandon 
and the Missouri below has been steadily 
rising, atid some streets and cellars have- 
been flooded In Sioux City. Preparations 
bave been made by the officers of the Sioux 
City and 1'aeific to'proteet their buildings 
trom overflow. 
Late advices from Jarnet river report a 


rapid rise in that stream. Considerable 
alarm was created at Jamestown and other 
points along the river. Several gorges had 
formed bel'iw tbe former place, aud from 
them' much damage was anticipated. 


Ked rhergave tbe same cause for alarm. 


Flowing north it breaks up first on the up- 
per waters and the obstruction of ice below 
causes the water to spread over the level 
valley above, causing destructive floods 
and unfitting tbe soil for tbe summer crops. 


Ice is still firm at St. Vincent, though it 


hab all disappeared at Fargo, aud the river 
is rising rapidly. The entire rise at St. 
Vincent is !J8 feet. Advices from points 
above are meager. Such a rise must bave 
covered a great deal of the agricultural land 
in the valley with water. 


The Minnesota Is nearly baukfull and 


rapidly rising. This swells the Mississippi 
below fort Snelllng, and tho water is 
slowly rising at West St, Paul flats. Steam- 
boatmen expect several feet more rise dur- 
ing the next weok. The most destructive 
rises have been In Wisconsin streams trib- 
tary to the Upper Mississippi. At Kail 
Clftire bridges have been, carried away and 
more or less damage has" been done all 
along the Chlppewa, Wisconsin and Black 
rivers. 
At Mouomonee tbe Ked Cedar was two 


feet higher than ever before known, rUBh- 
i-.g through Knapp, Stout & Co. '& steam 
mill and big mill to a depth of five or six 
feet. The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
& Omaha railway bridge, located below the 
dam, is badly damaged, the middle pin- 
being undermined and partly washed away 
and the bridge went out of line about two 
feet. 
The track 
and road-bed of the 


Chippewft Valley & Superior railway have 
in many places been washed entirely away. 
It will require at least two months' time to 
place the road iu running order again. 


At Downsvllle, below Menonionee, the 


stream changed its course and cut u new 
channel, carrying away 
the new shingle 


Mid planing mill, a 
store building, the 


(,'hippewn Valley Depot, sleeping barrurk*, 
and one dwelling house. AH this was the 
property of Knapp, Stout aud Co. Thin 
company have also suffered slight losses at 
Prairie Farm and Cedur Falls. From the 
best information obtainable the losses will 
not fall far short of 
$60,000. When the

The Scarlet Fever Scare. 


Iu different parts of the state the scarlet 


fever has become epidemic, and in some 
localities the public schools have been 
closed. The physicians report but very 
few cases of this contagions disease exist- 
ing in Decatur. In connection with the 
treatment and prevention of this disease, 
the following extract from a circular 
issued by the State Board of Health may 
prove of interest: 


As in other contagious diseases, there 


are two important matters demanding 
attention in order to prevent the spread 
of scarlet fever. The first is to isolate 
the patient—to separate tbe sick from the 
well. The second is to destroy, at once 
and effectually, everything -which comes 
from the body of the patient—before il 
can infect anything else, it possible; if 
not, then to subject everything likely to 
be infected to such treatment as will de- 
stroy the poisonous property. 


The scarlet fever poison is contained in 


the breath and discharges of the patient, 
and especially in the skin which peels ofl 
at the close of the attack, and may be 
scattered through the air in tiny scales or 
powder. These particles may settle down 
in undnsted corners, or lodge in cloth 
ing, 
bedding etc.; and, as they retain 


their poisonous property for an indefinite 
period, may kindle an epidemic whenever 
dislodged to come in contact with sus- 
ceptible subjects.

It is likely that the problem of a 


cheap motor ior street railways, liJ»e 
that of a cheap light for street lamps, 
is to be solved through the applica- 
tion of electricity. Very little has 
been done jn this direction in Amer- 
ica, but various successful experi- 
ments in Europe, leave little room to 
doubt the practicability of the elec- 
triomotor. • In a recent trial in Lon- 
don an electrical tram car, provided 
with an accumulator of fifty cells and 
a Siemens dynamo machine, was 
operated with such success that it is 
intended to introduce this motor into 
use upon one of the suburban tram- 
ways. It is claimed that the accu- 
mulator described will work the car 
with a full load for seven hours, with 
the advantage that the speed can be 
regualted at will and the car stopped 
instantly, and that the cost of trac- 
tion by this means is but one-fourth 
that of horses. 
Another advantage 


is that the car can be lighted from 
the same store of electricity used for 
the motive power. 
There is scarcely 


enough experience as yet on which 
to base a certain estimate of the 
cost 
Even the cost of lighting by 


electricity is still a subject of dispute. 
There are still various practical diffi- 
culties to be lightened in one case as 
in the other. But the ultimate suc- 
eess> of the electric light is hardly 
doubtful, and there seems equally 
little reason to doubt the success of 
the electric motor. 
It must be re- 


membered that the whole of our ex- 
isting knowledge of the application 
of electricity to practical life is only 
•about forty years old, and, all things 
considered, we are getting on pretty 
fast. 
It is much more hopeful to 


look for improvement in this direc 
tion than in a return to the old fash- 
ion of traction by stationary engines, 
which has lately been attempted. If 
we ever get our streets smoothly 
paved we may even have cabs and 
omnibuses run by electricity.

THE mint is 'still exercised about 


the new 3-cent nickel, and ofScera'of 
the treasury department maintain 
that the practice of gilding them for 
the purpose of swindling the igno- 
rant has become a most serious evil. 
They claim that these coins are 
bought by the wholesale from the 
mint in Philadelphia, are sent to 
.New York to be gilded, and then 
scattered over the country by an or- 
ganized band of "queer" shovers. 
Circuses, side shows, disreputable 
theatrical combinations and other 
traveling fakes, it is said, dispose of 
thousands of these coins in the re- 
mote rural regions. 
Arrests have 


been made in a dozen states, but, as 
there is a doubt as to whether gild- 
ing the nickels is really an act of 
counterfeiting, nobody has yet been 
brought to justice. 
It would seem 


that after all, the only thing to do is 
to stop the coinage with the present 
dangerous dies and substitute others 
about which there can be no mistake. 
Complaint is made, too, at the treas- 
ury that all our coins of the same 
metal and denomination are not of 
uniform design. 
At present there 


are two styles of ten-dollar pieces, 
three styles of silver dollars, two 
styles of ten-cent pieces, two styles 
of five-cent pieces, two of three-cent 
pieces, and two kinds of copper 
cents. 
There is propriety in this 


plea for uniform design.
